The moſt humble Petition of Sir David Cuningham Priſoner in the Upper>Bench, and the 
2 of the Creditors of James Enyon Eſquire, lately called Sir James Enyon Baronet 
ceaſed. 


Sheweth, 
Hat the ſaid ame, Enyon in and about the year 1640. borrowed and became indebted 
unto ſeveral Creditors, whoſe Names and Debts are hereunto annexed, in the Summe of 
Eleven thouſand and ſeven hundred pounds of clear principall money, which with the 
intereſt thereof due and in arrears, is now in the whole the Summe of Nineteen thou- 
ſand pound and upwards ; for the moſt part of all which ſaid debt your Petitioner Sir David Cu- 
ving ham is bound for and with the ſaid James Enyon as his Surety, and is no wiſe able to pay the 
ſame; The ſaid fames Enyon about the year 1642. made a Deed of Bargain and Sale of his Man- 
nor of nether Itchington in the wary of Warwick, unto four friends in truſt,to be by them ſold 
for and towards the payment of his debts ; which ſaid deed is in it ſelf ſomewhat defective in 
opinion of Councell, in which reſpect a Decree in the High Court of Chancery was obtained 
about a year and a half ago, the better to ſupply and ſtrengthen the ſaid Deed, nevertheleſſe 
Purchaſers are not well ſatisfied therewith, the ſaid — Euyon having left three daughters under 
age, the eldeſt of them married. 
In confideration whereof, your Honours Petitioners do humbly pray, that an Act may be gran- 
ted for making good the ſaid Sale againſt the ſaid Children, the better to ſatisfie Purchaſers. 
And in regard that the Sale of the ſaid Mannor will not produce nor yeeld above Eight 
chouſand pounds, the whole debt being above Nineteen thouſand pounds: They the ſaid Sir 
David Cuningham and the reſt of the Creditors do moſt humbly pray, That an Act may 
be likewiſe granted for the reſt of the ſaid Sir Fames Eons entailed Lands (which is neer 
about twelve hundred pounds of yearly Rent) to be made ſubje& and liable to the pay- 
ment of the reſt of his ſaid juſt debrs, which is above Eleven thouſand pounds more: there 
being no heir-male, but only three daughters, who may have fair and competent Portions 
beſides of Two thouſand five hundred pounds apeece at leaſt: and this the rather ought and 
may in all juſtice and equity be granted; in reſpect that the ſaid ame. Enyos to the ſame ef- 
fect, did in this laſt Parliament preſtrre a Petition and Bill in Parliament to cut off the itſtail, | ö 
he having no iſſue- male; And laſtly, That the poſſeſſion of the ſaid entailed Lands ma 
be ordered and ſetled to your Petitioners, towards the ſatisfaction 2nd payment of their j 
Debts: To all which effect your Petitioners did lately Petition the Committee 1— 
for hearing, relieving, and repreſenting to the State the grievanees of the people, but no- 
thing being yet done, they are thus again conſtrained to become Petitioners to your Ho- 
nours, moſt humbly begging reliegin the Premiſes,
